GRAND DUKE TELLS 
WHY HE STILL LIVES. 


ESCAPE AFTER ROMANOFFS 
ABDICATED DUE TO A 
KIND KEEPER. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
AMSTERDAM, July 9.—Grand | 
Duke Alexander Michaelovitch, the 
brother-in-law of the former Rus- 
sian Emperor, was interviewed at 
the end of June in Aitodor, in the 
Crimea, by the correspondent of the 
Budapest Az Est, according to a 
telegram to Dutch newspapers. Re- 
lating his experiences after the ab- 


dication of the Romanoffs, the 
Grand Duke said: 
“We were for days at Dulbar 


(near Aitodor,) at the house of Pe- 
ter Nicholaievitch, altogether. . We 
owe our lives solely to that good and 
intelligent man. My six sons and my- 
self were on the black list. We 
scarcely hoped to escape with our 
lives, They took our money. and 
property. Our house in Petrograd 
Was razed to the ground. 

DUKE HAS VINEYARD. 
“Fortunately, I have property and 
vineyard at Aitodor, from the 

pM of which my family and my- 
self can live.” 

The correspondent remarked that 
Russia might, within the year, again 
have a monarchica) constitution 
and the Grand Duke asked skeptic- 
ally if this would be possible. The 
correspondent added that Emperor 
Nicholas, however, would not again 
come to the throne, and the Grand 
Duke remarked with vivacity, “Cer- 
tainly not. He is vividly of the old

The correspondent related a con- 
versation he had with Gen. Bal- 
baroff, who was the Lord High Stew- 
ard of Grand Duke Nicholas Nich- 
olaievitch, former comander-in-chief 
of the Russian army. Gen. Balbaroff 
gave him details of Nicholas Nich- 
Olalevitch's escape after being sen- 
tenced to death by the Bolsheviki. 

CRUEL DEATHS INTENDED.

An American official mission just 
returned to Harbin from Siberia 
confirms recent rumors of the pres- 
ence at Irkutsk of 10,000 armed Ger- 
man and Magyar prisoners, acccrd- 
ing to a dispatch to the Daily Mail 
from Harbin dated July 1. The 
priscners talked freely with the 
Amerieans, with whom they seemed 
anxious to ingratiate themselves.

Completion of twenty-three ships 
of 122,771 dead weight tons in the 
first week of July made a total of 
223 new vessels built under the di- 
rection of the Shipping Board. Their 
aggregate tonnage is 1,415,022. 

Ot the new fleet, 218 vessels al- 
ready are in service. July produc- 
tion is at the rate of more than 
3,000,000 tons for the remainder of 
the year and if this pace is main- 
tained by the rapidly expanding 
shipyards, the year’s output will be 
close to 5,000,000 deadweight tons. 

The first week's total in July 
comprised fourteen requisitioned 
steel vessels and five contract steel 
vessels, with an aggregate tonnage 
of 108,271 and four wooden ships 
have been launched to date. Twen- 
ty-four steel ships have been built 
on contract, the remainder being 
requisitioned vessels,

DISASTER AVERTED.

LONDON, July 9%.—The_ great 
body of the English nation fails to 
realize how near England came to 
irretrievabie disaster because of the 
German U-boats, said Frederick 
George Kellaway, Secretary to the 
Minister of Munitions, speaking at 


ae today. Mr. Kellaway 
said: 
“The U-boat fs still one of the 


greatest perils against which the Al- 
lies have to-fight. Those who now 
propose we shall ever able be to 
abolish the risks are living in a 
fool's paradise. But, thanks to the 
navy, our losses are being brought 
to within limits which the Allies can 
bear without flinching. Recent re- 
turns show the loss of munitions 
ships from submarine warfare are 
only about a quarter of what they 
were when the U-boat campaign was 
at its height.” 

Speaking in the House of Com- 
mons today, Sir Leo Money, Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Shipping, said the percentage of 
ships lost while homeward bound to 
the United Kingdom since January 
1, 1918, was rather more than 1 
per t.. The losses of food ships 
for the same period was less than 
1.4 per cent. 

The result of the convoy system, 
Sir Leo said, continued to improve. 
Since January, 1917, when the sys- 
tem was put into effect, 42,000,000 
gross tons had been convoyed to 
British and French ports with a loss 
up to June 29 of 1.29 per cent. This 
includes loss by the dispersal of con- 
voys through bad weather.

Word of what 
American soidiers new to the front 
did in fighting for Hill 204 has gone 
in the official orders, and by word 
of mouth, up and down the French 
lines, and is everywhere received 
with the greatest rejoicing. Nothing 
could have done more than the re- 
cent fighting about Chateau Thierry 
to put heart into the French. 

American air fighters again met 
the crack German flyers who make 
up the Richthofen circus northwest 
ef Chateau Thierry. yesterday morn- 
ing. Two American observation 
planes were making photographs of 
the German works with an Amer- 
ican protective patrol of ten ma- 
chines standing by at a high altitude. 
Suddenly a large number of Chasse 
planes hove into sight, going after 
two of the American observation 
‘machines. As the Americans moved 
to meet them the Boches formed 
Into the new double-decked closed 
formation. O@r machines unfortu- 
nately were nut so close together. 

LOOK FOR FIGHT. 

The observation planes, instead of 
following the accustomed rule of 
running to safety, mixed into the 
fight, breaking up the Boche closed 
formation. 

For fifteen minutes there was a 
wild aerial battle, after which the 
opposing forces separated. Our ob- 
servation planes came off safely de- 
spite their slower speed. Our com- 
bat pllots reported that three 
Boche machines had been brought 
down, two of which succumbed to 
Lieut. James Meisner of Brooklyn. 
As this is written, confirmation has 
been obtained of the fall of one of 
Meisner’s victims. Confirmation of 
the other will place five Boche 
planes to Meisner's credit, and make 
him an ace. The censor does not 
permit at this huur a statement as 
to the American 1osses. 

The whole army is proud of the 
fact that our aviatcrs, most of whom 
necessarily are young in training, 
compared to the German forces 
against them, have not lost their 
nerve, but, on the contrary, never re- 
fuse to meet the Boches, who, as a 
rule, stay over their own lines. 

ALWAYS ON JOB. 


That our flyers are always on the 
job is shown by the experience late 
yesterday cf Lieut. Noyes, a pilot, 
and Lieut. Goodale, an observer, in 
a photographic machine. In the 
evening they were attacked alone 
by seven Boche chasse planes. The 
duty of our plane, cf course, was 
to get home. While on the way 
Lieut. Goodale kept the rear guns 
trained on the pursuing Boches and 
brought one down. in flames. Then 
Lieut. Noyes made good their es- 
eape from a difficult situation. 

Last night a young lieutenant re- 
perted to his commanding officer 
that the Boches had shot down one 


of our balloons, 

“Did the observer — asked 
the commander. | 

“Yes, sir,“ the Heutenant replied, 

I jumped 300 
meters and got two bullets through 
nfy parachute. But they did not 
touch me.” 

The observer was Lieut. Malcolm 
Sedgwick of Sioux City, lowa. 

The most thrilling air escape of 
which I have ever heard was that of 
Lieut. Benjamin P. Harwood of Mon- 
tana. Yesterday ho was up with a 
pilot in a photographic machine, 
when they were attatked by a Boche 
chasse plane. Their machine was 
slower at low altitude and the only 
thing to do was to get higher, where 
their speed would be more equal. 
The Boche plane followed them close- 
ly, its machine-gun going. Lieut. 
Harwood, in the rear of the ma- 
chine, working two Vickers, was the 
Hun's target. The best way to tell 
of Harwood’'s escape ig to state that 
when he landed he had been grazed 
across the lower part of his face, 
across hie forehead, and across his 
threat. He had seven machine-gun 
bullet holes in his coat, and there 
were thirty-two bullets in his plane, 
one having gone through the gaso- 
line tank. The machine landed just 
within the American line. Lieut. 
Harwood is working again today. 

The Boches are using a new anti- 
aircraft shell on the American front. 
This shell has a great range and ex- 
plodes, hurling a shower of incen- 
diary bullets in all directions. Then 
the falling parts explode again 200 
feet further down. The purpose of 
so many incendiary bullets, of course, 
is to set fire to the airplanes. None 
of our airmen so far has been a vic- 


tim of this contraption.

(Continued from First Page.) 


Powers would fall inte two sep- 
arated parts. 

The objective of the ill-fated 
Allied Saloniki expedition was 
to cut this railroad and 80 
whacking into Austria from the 
southeast, While, Italy at the 
same time slammed into Aus- 
tria from the southwest. 

The plan was to slice into 
Austria from these twe direc- 
tions like cutting a piece qf pie. 

Owing to diplomatic failures 
in Greece and the Balkans and 
Italy, the Allies were never able 
to secure the proper teamwork. 
The Saloniki expedition became 
marooned like a castaway on a 
desert island. 

Through the influence of the 
White House, complete co-cp- 
eration has now been accom- 
plished among the Allies. 

DEFENSES STRONG. 

The defenses erected by the 
Germans- in the pathway of the 
Saloniki expedition are prob- 
ably very strong against a 
direct frontal attack. This new 
Albanian bffensive, if successful 
would without doubt compel 
an automatie abandonment of 
those defenses, it being essen- 
tially a huge flanking move- 
ment. 

We do not know, of course, 
how many troops are still on the 
job at Saloniki. 

But whether or not they are 
still there in great force, the sud- 
den military activity of the Al- 
lies so great a distance from the 
west front in France will be an 
embarrassment to the German 
General Staff. 

An examination of the map 
will show that Gen. Foch is 
gradually maneuvering the Cen- 
tral Powers out of their inside 
circle lines. 

Considering Flanders and Al- 
bania to be the extremes of one 
long battle lime it is obvious that 
the line of the lies is now far 
shorter than thaf of the Teutons. 

POLITICAL ANGLES. 

There are, of course, many 
other considerations’ behind the 
new offensive in Albania. These 
are political: they are designed 
to be pleasing to Italy, who has 
felt herself somewhat abused in 

the past by Allied diplomacy. 

It is looking a long way into 
tHe future, but if a successful 
Balkan campaign should elimi- 
nate Turkey and Bulgaria from 
the war (it certainly wouldn't 
take a great deal of persuasion 
to make both of them quit) a 
free passage would be given 
from one end of the Allied line 
in Russia to the left wing in 
Flanders. 

If it is the intention of the 
Allies to try to bring the Rus- 
sian front back to life via Si-. 
beria, then it is of supreme im- 
portance that a hole be blasted 
through the Balkans to make 
the Allied line complete. 

The Albanian offensive may 
turn out to be a small affair, but 
it opens up big possibilities. 

Andre Cheradame, the great 
French statesman and publicist, | 
has always maintained that 
when the Allies finally won the 
war it would be as the result of 
a blow struck against Austria on 
the line of the River Danube.

HUNDRED KILLED IN 
TENNESSEE WRECK. 


MOSTLY NEGROES DIE WHEN 
FAST PASSENGER TRAIN 
HITS ACCOMMODATION. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 
NASHVILLE, July 9. — At least 
100 persons, most of them negroes, 
were killed and as many more in- 
jured in a head-on collision today 
between two passenger trains on the 


Chattanooga and St. 
— 1 Railway, five miles from this 
city. 

Most of the killed and injured 
were on a local train from Nash- 
Ville which carried several coaches 
full of workmen going to a near-by 
The other train was 


an express from Memphis and the 
west. After the two engines had 
reared and fallen beside the track, 
the heavy coaches of the express. 


plowed through the baggage car on 


the accommodation train and de- 
molished two other coaches. 

As the crews of both locomotives 
were killed the cause of the collision 
may never be established. The ex- 
press train was runnning late and 
one theory advanced was that the 
engineer of the accommodation 
train may have disregarded signals 
and tried to make a switch just be- 
yond where the wreck occurred be- 
fore the Memphis train arrived. 
There also was the possibility that 
he may have been given wrong in- 
structions. 

Three investigations of the wreck 
were expected, one by officials of 
the road, another by State officials 
and a third by-the Railroad Admin- 
istration.

FTER THE FAT COMMISSIONERS. 
At last, at last! 

There are signs that the term of the 
forty fat political commissions in California 
is drawing to a close. The insatiate greed 
of the commissions has increased as the 
War progressed until they are now con- 
suming millions of dollars yearly, extracted 
from the hard-pressed Federal war chest. 
But their gross stealing and wasting at a 
time when private citizens are making 
herole sacrifices to ald in the winning of 
the war have at last aroused an indignant 
populace to action. An important meeting 
of patriotic citizens was held in the Con- 
solidated Realty Building in Los Angeles 
yesterday afternoon to devise ways ‘and 
means to send to the State Legislature a 
Los Angeles county delegation pledged to 
cut out the useless commissions, consoll- 
date the necessary ones and reduce the cost 
of them all to a point in keeping with the 
expense of similar commissions or depart- 
ments in other States. The gathering was 
composed mainly of business men who have 
mot heretofore taken a leading part in 
politics. The result was the formation of 
the “Association for the Betterment of Pub- 
lic Service.” Committees were appointed 
to make a survey of the candidates 
for the Senate and Assembly in all the leg- 
islative districts of Los Angeles county, to 
the end that every district may be repre- 
sented by men of known probity who are 
pledged to stop the extravagance in our 
State government that represents the 
GREATEST WAR WASTE IN ANY OF 
THE ALLIED COUNTRIES. Assemblymen 
and Senators who voted for the increased 
expenses are to be relegated to private life, 
if possible. The State machine will be 
compelled to fight in the open for its flesh 
pots. The people demand to know why 
they should pay $27,000,000 this year for 
a State government which cost but 318,000, 
000 eight years ago, and was then con- 
sidered dear at the price. 

At last, at last! 

The Times is gratified to see the leading 
spirits of the community earnestly organiz- 
ing to redce the blighting cost of State 
government. When the campaign of ex- 
travagance began seven years ago under 
the guise of “reform” The Times warned 
the taxpayers that an expensive govern- 
ment is always a bad government; that as 
soon as classes begin to make a business 
“of politics the masses are certain to suffer. 
But other newspapers that were getting 
part of the spoils retorted with the dictum 
that the high priest of reform could do no 
wrong. There was a period of years when 
The Times was the only newspaper in Call- 
fornia that printed the actual cost of gov- 
ernment by commission. Other papers 
and mercenaries of the political machine 
charged The Times with false statements 
concerning State expenses. Some well- 
meaning people in the community probably 
believed that The Times was exaggerating 
the cost of State government in order to 
discredit political opponents. But The 
Trnes was not deterred by this campaign 
of abuse and continued to print the appal- 
ling facts concerning State graft. We were 
confident that the eyes of the people would 
finally be ‘opened to the truth, and we see 
now that our confidence has not been mis- 
placed. 


At last, at last! 

Yesterday's conference was a start in the 
right line. The Times has pointed the way.

HE GOVERNMENT AND THE RAIL- 
ROADS. 

For some months the American peo- 
ple have experienced government cortrol 
and operation of our railroads. The fact 
that the times are entirely abnormal, owing 
to the war, deprives a comparison with the 
days ef private corporate operation of much 
of its value. On the other hand, there are 
pofuts worth noting. 


To any observer it-should be clear that 
there were faults in the railroad manage- 
ment under private control; also, that there 
are defects in government management as 
far as it has developed. Furthermore, it 
should be plain to any intelligent person 
that there will always be flaws in any sys- 
tem that can be devised, regardless of 
whether it is in governmental or corovorate 
hands. Moreover,“ it may be accepted that 
some, at least, of the faults of private con- 
trol may be eliminated by governmental 
control; also, that some of the weakness of 
governmental control may be eliminated by 
private management. 

Now, there is not the «lightest doubt that 
some of the railroads when taken over by 
the administration were in poor condition. 
But why? Generally because of two things, 
both the results of Federal legislation, of 
political meddling with business, to wit: 


the perpetuation of burdensome and de- 


structive competition, and the government's 
refusal to allow rates to be raised to a level 
which would yield sufficient revenue to 
meet increased charges. Neither of these 


troubles was due to private own»rship, 


which sought relief in vain; both were the 
direct result of political management. 


How has the government gone about cor- 
recting the evils clearly shown? By doing 
the identical things which it forbade pri- 
vate capital to do. The firm act of the 
railroad administration was to combine all 
the lines under one management, close the 
various ticket-selling, traffic-soliciting? man- 
agerial and other offices which have no ex- 
cuse for existence except as a part of the 
competitive system perpetuated largely by 
Federal statutes. Not many years ago come 
of the railroads attempted to do the same 
thing in a far less sweeping way and were 
halted by the government, haled into court 
and COMPELLED TO RESTORE ALL THE 
EXPENSIVE APPURTENANCES OF THE 
COMPETITIVE SYSTEM THE SAME 
ONES WHICH THE GOVERNMENT HAS 
WIPED OUT. Today shippers must hand 
over their goods to the railroad to be sent 
by the route most convenient to the manag- 
ing officials, they have no choice of routes.

Doing His Billion. 


A few years ago the railroads sought to do | 
the same thing and were stopped by Federal 
laws. Since the government has taken hold 
of the railroads it has raised all the rates 
for shipping and travel. The raltlroads 
tried to do this and were sternly refused 
permission by the government, 

Another thing to be remembered at this 
time is that war management is in the 
hands of a very different body of men than 
universal experience with governmént con- 
trol lead us to expect in time of peace. 
Director-General McAdoo is, first and fore- 
most, a man of big business, who late in 
years has become a public official. On ac- 
count of war conditions he Is able to hold 
the place and to have a free hand in his 
work. With the return of peace, if rafl- 
roads are kept under official rule, it is like- 
ly that we shall have a new director-general, 
a politician attempting late in life to be- 
come a man of big business Free, by vir- 
tue of the war, from the ordinary exigencies 
of politics from political interference, Mr. 
McAdoo has chosen as hia aides the identi- 
cal individuals who managed the raflroads 
before. Freed from former restrictions 
upon their work and able to do what they 
had for years vainly asked permission to 
do, these able men have done much to cor- 
rect former evils—evils not due to cor- 
porate management, but evils deliberately 
fostered by legislation, by political inter- 
ference in business. 


To sum up, it should be perfectly plain: 
First, that the weaknesses in the ratlroad 
system when it was taken over by the gov- 
ernment were not the offspring of private 
management, but of political restrictions; 
second, that the defects were but inciiental 
and the raliroads were in excellent shape, 
and their fine condition was brought about 
by private management working unier a 
heavy handicap imposed by the government 
itself; third, that the government has deen 
able to correct incidental weaknesses only 
by doing itself what it had flatly refused 
to permit the owners of the roads to do. 
The government has done nothing in the 
way of permanent improvement in raflroad 
management except what it deliberately 


which they could not have done just as 
well or better had they been allowed to 
do it. 

Let it be remembered that in saying 
these things we are not opposing the }-rTes- 
ent war-time control, for that is a different 
thing from permanent ownership or man- 
agement, and if the question of its advis- 
ability were raised it would be considered 
on a different basis. What we say is that 
the lessons most clearly to be drawn from 
our present experience are not in favor of 
permanent official control or public owner- 
ship of transportation, and strongly against 


restrictions upon private management. 


EMORY-HAUNTED LEUCADIA,

will pass a Corinthiancolumned railroad 
station once called Leucadia, but “nameless 
now forevermore.” Leucadia was a prom- 
ising embryo city thirty-two years ago, and 
so remained until the mortgages were fore- 
closed, when it became once more a rarch. 

It had 
a clubhouse. It had a mile of water pipes 
and almost water enough to fiJl them when 
the pump was in operation.

Harry Williams Recounts Some of 
the Things that the Khaki Boys 
Laugh About.

AMERICAN FRONT, June 15.— 

Even war is not without its ludt- 
crous side. Now and then there are 
incidents which make you forget its 
grimness. 

Among the expert drivers of mili- 
tary cars here is one he reputa- 
tion for valor would be ruined ex- 
cept for the fact that he had on nu- 
merous occasions driven through 
shell fire, and otherwise established 
a record for fearlessness. 

The other day he was driving out 
to get an officer when something 
went wrong with the machine. One 
of its internal organs was refusing 
to perform its functions. Being in 
a rush the driver jumped down out 
of the car and scrambled under it to 
remedy the difficulty, if possible. 

A German plane was flying in that 
vicinity, but it was only an observa- 
tion machine, and entirely harm- 
less. However, a bunch of Chinese 
coolies working on the road did not 
realize this. There were about 
thirty of them. In their quaint, Ori- 
ental way they coupled up the plane 
with the chauffeur and his actions. 

There must be an air raid impend- 
ing! Otherwise, why did the driver 
scramble under the machine? They, 
too, would get under the machine. 
It was the only shelter available. 
The driver, flat on his back, trying 
to fit a monkey wrench to a nut, 
was startled when thirty Chinese 
came pell-melling in on him. He 
thought that there had been a sud- 
den avalanche of coolies. There 
was no escape. They were jammed 
under the car on all sides of him, 
and refused to budge until the plane 
Was out of sight. Finally, when he 
pried himself loose from that cluster 
of coolies, he tried to explain that 
there had been a mistake. But it 
was useless. They couldn't under- 
stand his language. 

“We hide from alleplane with 
Amellican,” they jibbered. “Amel- 
lican heap smart man.” 


Life in an observation balloon is 
just a little bit different from any 
other branch of the service.

Hands flapping around 
loose are always annoying, and this 
is especially true if they are flap- 
ping around three or four thousand 
feet above the earth. 

However, one observer found 
something for his idle hands to do 
during one of these descents. He 
had been compelled to jump when 
attacked by two planes. The para- 
chute opened rapidly, and he enjoyed 
a slow and leisurely descent. To

'COURT-MARTIAL BREAKS 


KEARNY GAMBLING RING. 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 


AMP KEARNY, June $.—How 
an extensive gambling ring at 
camp Was broken up by the 
military authorities was revealed 
with the report of a general court- 
martial made public today which 
sentenced fourteen men for violat- 
ing military regulations, three of 
whom are said to have been expert 
gamblers. 
The men sentenced and their 
punishment is as follows: : | 
Sergt. Louls Bouchard, reduced 
from grade of sergeant to private, 
confined at the stockade for six 
months, where he will forfeit two- 
thirds of his pay for the period; 
Corp. William J. Vaughan, reduced 
from grade of corporal to private, 


eonfined at the stockade for riod 
of six months, where he will forfeit 
two-thirds of his pay for the period; 
John Q. Fair, ordered confined at 
the stockade for six months, where 
he will forfeit two-thirds of his pay. 

About two months ago the mili- 
tary police raided a tent, gathering 
more than $800. The three men 
were arrested in the raid. Every 
to the professional 
gambler, which could be easily 
transported from regiment to reg¢i- 
ment, was carried out with great 


ee by the men, it Is alleged. 


The cases before the court-mar- 
tial also included that of Battalion 
Sergeant Major Frank B. Davis, who 
was dishonorably discharged from 
the service and sentenced to forty 
years’ of imprisonment at Leaven- 
worth prison, the only sentence to 
that prison from this camp to date. 

Seret. Davis was convicted of de- 


sertion and fergery, having forged 
the names of Capt. Sutherland and 
Capt. Wright of the One Hundred 
and Sixtieth Infantry. Other charges 
against him were not pressed, but 
he received the most drastic sen- 
tence given by court-martial at the 
camp. The cases cited include those 
which have been tried here since 
May 1. The case of Willlam N. 
Allen brought out the first case of 
fraudulent allotment tried at this 


camp. 

The other cases include the fol- 
lowing: Joseph Glenn, desertion, 
dishonorably discharged and twenty 
years’ confinement at Alcatraz; Clar- 
ence Dykes, desertion, dishonorably 
discharged and twenty years’ con- 
finement at Alcatraz; Nathaniel H. 
Lapp, desertion, dishonorably dis- 
charged and five years’ confinenient 
at Alcatraz; Arthur Langman, es- 
caping from confinement, five years’ 
confinement at Alcatraz; Harry Tur- 
ner, escaping from’ confinement, 
five years’ confinement at Alcatraz; 
Dolan F. Shaha, desertion, dishonor-- 
ably discharged, and twenty years’ 
confinement at Alcatraz; Samuel H. 
Bayless, desertion and t dis. 
honorably discharged and thirty 
ears confinement at Alcatraz; 

ugene J. Debarruel, desertion and 
escaping from confinement, dis- 
honorably discharged and twenty- 
five years’ confinement at Alcatraz;

fender. 


“If any man in our employ is 


found guilty of this offense,” de- 


clared Commissioner P. P. O’Brien 


of the Board of Public Works, yes- 
terday, “not only will he immediate- 
ly lose his job with the city, but we 
have determined to have him arrest- 
ed on the charge of taking a car 
that does not belong to him—and 


that is getting down to pretty serious+ 


business under the laws of this 
State.” 

Next Monday morning the control 
of the municipal machine shops and 
garage, located at Avenue 18 and 
Pasadena avenue, will pass from the 
purchasing department—which has 
managed the plant since its institu- 
tion several years ago—to the Board 
of Public Works. « 

THE NEW ORDINANCE.

The 
public service department has 125 
care in the water department and 
probably sixty in the power depart- 
ment. 

Many of these cars have to be 
kept in outside territory, or are tak- 
en to the homes of the men, in or- 
der to save time and be ready for 
instant service on night calis, etc. 
The same situation prevails in the 
health department. 

It ig the belief of various city of- 
ficials, however, that in other de- 
partments there should be a cen- 
tralization of the housing and care 
of city-owned automobiles and mo- 
torcycies, and it ie probable this will 
be brought about as rapidiy as the 
facilities are available for caring for 
the large number of machines—con- 
stantly increasing—which are not 
subject to emergency calls.
